The  Birth  Rate  In  the  Borough  In  1954  was  15=84  ''ompared  with 
16,94  In  1963  and  16,2  In  England  and  Wales, 

The  Death  Rate  In  1964  was  10,35  as  compared  with  10,84  In  1963 
and  iio,3  for  England  and  Wales, 

202  deaths  occurred  In  1954  compared  with  206  In  1963,

The  number  of  cases  increased  to  10  In  I954i,  compared  with  6 In  1963, 
The  Death  Rate  In  1954  In  Banbury  from  this  disease  was  therefore 
,623  compared  with  ,369  for  England  and  Wales,  It  seems  probable, 
however  that  this  relatively  high  Incidence  In  Banbury  Is  of  a temp- 
orary character  as  the  figures  for  the  past  four  years  suggest  - 
1961  - 9 cases;  1962  - 3 cases;  1963  - 6 cases;  1954  - 10  cases. 
During  the  year  1964  there  were  3 deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. 

The  infant  Mortality  figure  In  1954  was  26,4  as  compared  with 
27,21  In  1953  and  25,5  for  England  and  Wales, 

Housing, 

One  Of  the  major  public  health  problems  In  the  Borough  Is  still 
the  question  of  housing.  As  pointed  out  elsewhere  In  the  report,  the 
housing  survey  required  by  Circular  66/54  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  has  recently  been  completed  and  Is  at  present 
under  consideration  by  the  Council,  It  Is  hoped  that  the  Ministry 
will  allow  of  a very  much  larger  housing  allocatlor  than  has  been 
possible  In  the  past  In  order  to  enable  the  proposed  slum  clearance 
programme  to  be  carried  out  In  the  required  time. 
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since  1946,  26 houses  have  been  demolished  and  24  closed  either 
as  a result  of  Informal  action  or  procedure  under  the  Housing  Act, 
1936. 

As  mentioned  In  previous  reports  overcrowding  Is  still  a serious 
problem  and  there  are  still  unfortunately  a large  number  of  cases 
where  there  are  two  or  three  families  living  In  one  small  house. 

With  regard  to  caravans,  the  question  of  the  site  at  the 
Marshes  Is  still  engaging  the  attention  of  the  public  Health 
Committee.  It  Is  hoped  that  In  the  near  future  It  will  be  prop- 
erly equipped  and  licensed.  Negotiations  for  this  purpose  are  In 
progress. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Incidence  of  the  notifiable  Infectious  diseases  In  the 
Borough  has  again  been  low.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
however,  was  higher  than  In  1963  - 34  cases  being  notified  as  com- 
pared with  24  In  1965.  The  Incidence  of  Measles  waa  low  as  an 
epidemic  occurred  In  1953;  there  were  17  cases  of  Whooping  Cough. 
No  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  reported,  althoug^i  one  death  occurred 
from  a case  notified  In  1963.  It  Is  also  worthy  of  record  that  no 
case  of  Diphtheria  has  occurred  In  Banbury  for  over  10  years,  and 
due  credit  for  this  must  be  given  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation 
campaign. 

Food  Hygiene. 

NO  outbreaks  of  Food  Poisoning  occurred  In  1954. 

Increased  attention  Is  now  being  given  to  the  question  of  Food 
Hygiene  by  the  sanitary  Inspectors  and  special  statistics  on  the 
subject  are  now  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

As  mentioned  In  previous  reports  there  has  been  a considerable 
Increase  In  the  number  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  throughout  the 
country  generally  since  the  war,  and  this  has  been  attributed  to 
the  Increase  In  communal  feeding  In  school  and  factory  canteens  and 
the  Increase  In  the  use  of  made-up  dishes  owing  to  meat  rationing, 
such  dishes  are  particularly  liable  to  be  contaminated  with  food 
poisoning  organisms. 

Although  meat  rationing  has  now  ended,  It  seems  unlikely  that 
this  will  lead  to  a diminution  In  the  number  of  cases  of  food  poison- 
ing. A considerable  number  of  sporadic  cases  and  carriers  of 
Salmonella  Infection  are  discovered  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
each  year  and  this  suggests  that  there  Is  a fairly  high  carrier  rate 
In  the  population  - hence  the  necessity  for  Increased  vigilance  and 
care  by  all  who  handle  food. 

In  this  connection,  I should  like  to  mention  the  valuable  work 
which  Is  being  done  by  the  Sanitary  inspectors.  Over  2,000  visits 
were  paid  to  food  premises  In  1964,  and  althouirh  no  organised  course 
of  lectures  was  given  to  food  handlers  during  the  year,  valuable 
educational  work  was  done  by  the  Sanitary  inspectors  during  the  course 
of  their  Inspections. 
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It  should  be  mentioned  that  during  the  year  the  Corporation 
acquired  the  Slaughterhouse  In  Swan  Close  Road,  formerly  under  the 
Ministry  of  Food,  as  a Public  Abattoir.  No  licences  for  private 
slaughtering  are  being  Issued  under  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1954.

During  the  year  Mr.  G.  Walshaw,  Senior  Additional  Sanitary 
Inspector  left  the  service  of  the  Corporation  to  take  up  another  appoint- 
ment and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  C.  R.  Paling.  Mr.  D.  R.  Cotgrove, 
Additional  Sanitary  inspector  also  resigned  to  take  up  another  appoint- 
ment and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  D.  H.  Hlbbert. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  their  valuable  co-operation  during 
the  year,  and  In  particular  to  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  F. 
Appleyard,  who  Is  responsible  for  the  efficient  and  successful  working 
of  his  department, 

I should  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  for  their  Interest  and  support  of  the  work 
of  the  Department.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


1,  Water  Supply. 

Water  for  the  Borough  was,  up  to  the  end  of  1946,  supplied 
by  the  Banbury  Water  Company  but,  during  that  year,  a Bill  was  passed 
by  Parliament  under  which  the  Town  Council  acquired  the  undertaking 
as  from  the  1st  January,  1947.  (Banbury  Corporation  Act,  1946). 

The  water  supply  Is  from  the  River  Cherwell  at  Grlmsbury  and 
the  Sor  Brook  at  Bodlcote;  It  Is  treated  by  settlement  filtration 
and  chlorination.  During  1954  the  supply  was  constant  and  sufficient. 

During  the  year  65  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination.  All  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory 
and  suitable  for  a public  supply. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  houses  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town  (21  separate  premises),  all  are  on  the  public  supply, 

2,  Drainage  and  Sewerage, 

No  Important  works  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  except 
the  extension  of  sewers  In  connection  with  the  Corporation's  housing 
programme.  Drainage  repairs  and  Improvements  carried  out  under  the

SECnON  D 

HOUSING. 

As  has  been  stressed  In  many  previous  annual  reports,  the 
position  In  respect  of  housing  conditions  In  the  Borough  still 
remains  far  from  satisfactory  and  the  problem  of  dealing  with 
unfit  houses  generally  Is  one  of  some  magnitude. 

Following  the  coming  Into  operation  of  the  Housing  Repairs 
and  Rents  Act,  1964,  a survey  of  the  Borou^  In  this  connection  has 
been  carried  out  and,  at  the  time  of  preparing  this  report,  a 
detailed  report  on  proposals  for  dealing  with  a five  year  programme 
of  slum  clearance  work  was  under  consideration  by  the  Corporation 
prior  to  being  sent  to  the  Ministry  In  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  circular  56/54  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  suggested  programme.  If  carried  out,  will  necessitate 
dealing  with  a large  number  of  houses  during  the  next  five  years  and 
It  would  seem  that,  unless  a very  much  larger  number  of  houses  are 
made  available  for  re-houslng  the  occupiers  of  such  unfit  houses. 
It  will  not  be  possible  to  carry  out  the  programme  In  the  period 
hoped  for. 

As  In  previous  years,  a good  deal  of  housing  repair  work  was 
again  carried  out  during  1954  -246  houses  being  repaired  following 
action  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  107 
houses  being  dealt  with  under  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1936. 
In  addition  to  this  work,  five  houses  were  closed  or  demolished  as 
a result  of  Informal  action  during  the  year. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  since  1946,  the  following  work

INSPECTION  OP  MEAT,  MILK  AND  OTHER  FOODS, 

(a)  Milk  Supply 

Since  the  coming  Into  operation  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regu- 
lations, 1949,  the  Corporation's  duties  with  respect  to  milk  supply 
Isnowmalnly  concerned  with  the  dlsoji  luution  side,  the  responsibility 
for  the  supervision  of  milk  production  now  being  In  the  hands  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  whilst  the  responsibility 
for  supervising  milk  pasteurisation  plants  Is  dealt  with  by  the 
County  Council, 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  In  this  connection 
therefore,  during- 1954,  has.be^en  mainly  In  connection  with  the 
Inspection  of  dairies  and  the  sampling  of  milk,  54  visits  of 
Inspection  were  recorded  and  75  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) (Raw 
Milk)  Regulations,  1949  and  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
(Pasteurised  and  Sterilised)  Milk  Regulations,  1949,  the  following 
licences  were  granted  by  the  Corporation: -

These  results  are  quite  satisfactory  and  It  Is  Interesting  to 
note  that  54  samples,  taken  In  Banbury  during  1954  by  the  County 
Council's  Officer  showed  similarly  satisfactory  results. 

So  far  as  Is  known,  practically  all  the  milk  passing  through 
the  town’s  dairies  Is  now  rendered  safe  by  pasteurisation  and  It 
Is  reasonable  to  conclude  that  the  town's  milk  supply  Is  at  present 
highly  satisfactory,

Slaughterhouses. 

Following  the  decontrol  of  meat  and  livestock  In  June^  1954, 
the  Corporation  took  over  the  lease  of  the  Banbury  Centralised 
Slaughterhouse  In  Swan  Close  Road,  Banbury,  as  from  the  1st  July, 
and  these  premises  are  now  being  operated  as  a Public  Abattoir. 
There  are  no  other  licensed  slaughterhouses  In  the  Borough,  the 
Corporation  having  determined  not  to  grant  or  renew  any  such  licences 
In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  4(2)  of  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1964,  by  the  terms  of  a resolution  approved  In  September 
1954,  The  Corporation  has  provided  the  necessary  staff  of  slaughter- 
men at  the  Swan  Close  Road  premises  and  the  abattoir,  which  Is 
supervised  by  a manager  working  under  the  control  of  the  Chief 
Sanitary  inspector,  has  functioned  most  satlsfactorly  both  from  the 
public  health  angle  and  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  butchers. 
Details  of  the  work  carried  out  from  July  1st  to  the  end  of  the  year 
appear  In  the  report  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector.

These  Byelaws  have  been  adopted  by  the  Council  and  frequent 
visits  are  paid  to  food  premises  and  market  stalls  In  the  Borough  by 
the  Sanitary  inspectors  to  ensure  that  the  Byelaws  are  being  complied 
with. 

During  the  period  of  the  Annual  Fair  In  October,  1954,  special 
attention  was  paid  to  the  observance  of  the  Clean  Food  Byelaws  by 
the  occupiers  of  stalls  dealing  In  food  stuffs  and  although  con- 
ditions were,  on  the  whole,  more  satisfactory  than  In  previous  years 
It  was  necessary  to  Issue  several  verbal  cautions  In  respect  of 
minor  offences  under  the  Byelaws,

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  THE 


YEAR  1954. 


To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  the  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

Banhury  Borough  Council. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  ninth  annual  report 
which  records  the  work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  for  the  year 
1954  and.  In  doing  so,  I am  able  to  report  satisfactory  progress 
In  all  aspects  of  our  manifold  duties. 

The  year  1954  was  a particularly  busy  one  but,  on  the  whole, 
I am  satisfied  that  the  various  branches  of  our  work  received 
satisfactory  attention  and  that  the  standard  of  work,  achieved 
In  previous  years,  was  not  relaxed.  As  previously,  housing  work 
and  duties  In  connection  with  food  supplies  formed  the  major 
portion  of  our  duties  but.  In  spite  of  heavy  commitments  In  these 
two  directions,  we  were  able  to  maintain  the  customary  routine 
supervision  of  the  various  registered  premises  In  the  Borough. 

Two  Important  matters  call  for  special  comment.  The  first 
of  these  was  the  taking  over  by  the  Corporation  of  the  slaughter- 
house In  Swan  Close  Road  which,  from  1940  to  June  1954,  had  been 
In  use  as  a Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse,  By  this  means,  the 
Corporation  has  ensured  that  centralised  slaughtering  of  food 
animals  In  the  Borough  will  continue  - an  arrangement  which  will, 

I feel,  be  to  the  benefit  of  the  town  generally,  the  local  butchers 
and  to  the  Department.  The  other  matter  of  some  Importance  was 
the  decision  of  the  Corporation  to  appoint  as  from  January,  1955, 
a full-time  Diseases  of  Animals  Act  Inspector  on  my  staff.  The 
very  heavy  duties  which  had  fallen  upon  your  Sanitary  Inspectors 
In  this  connection  during  recent  years  Increased  considerably 
during  1954  and  the  effect  of  these  extraneous  durles  was  beginning 
to  have  an  adverse  effect  oh  the  ordinary  work  of  the  staff.  I 
do  feel,  therefore,  that  the  new  arrangement  Is  one  which  had 
become  highly  necessary  rnd  I am  able  to  report  that,  already, 
the  beneficial  effect  of  the  new  appointment  Is  being  reflected 
In  the  general  work  of  the  Department. 

Staff  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year  had  the  usual 
effect  of  temporarily  Interrupting  the  programme  of  work.  The 
Senior  Additional  Inspector  (Mr.  G.  Walshaw)  left  us  In  July  to 
take  up  the  post  of  Deputy  Chief  Inspector  to  the  Borough  of 
Guildford  and  Mr.  D.  R.  Cotgrove  (District  Inspector)  was  appoint- 
ed to  the  Senior  Additional  Inspector's  post  with  the  Chertsey 
Urban  District  Council  In  September.  These  officers  were  replaced 
by  Mr.  C.  R.  Paling  (Senior  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector)  and 
Mr.  D.  H.  Hlbbert  (District  Sanitary  Inspector)  from  the  Boroughs 
of  Darwen  and  Cleethorpes  respectively. 
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In  concluding  this  brief  Introduction^ I should  br  falling 
In  my  duty  If  I did  not  once  again  express  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  those  Committees  of  the  Corporation 
with  which  I am  most  closely  associated  for  the  courtesy  and  the 
support  which  Is  Invariable  shown  to  me..  Also,  I would  again 
mention  the  happy  relationship  which  exists  between  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  myself  and  I would  thank  him,  together  with 
the  Town  Clerk  and  other  Chief  Officers  of  the  Corporation- for 
their  ready  help  at  an  times 

Finally,  I would  again  express  my  thanks  to  my  own  staff  - 
both  technical  and  clerical  - because  It  Is,  In  the  main,  due 
to  their  work  and  co-operation  that  I am  able  to  present  this 
record  of  a most  satisfactory  year’s  work.

DRAINAGE  AND  WATER  CLOSETS 

During  the  period  under  review,  14  choked  drains  were  dealt 
with  by  the  Department  and,  at  a further  34  premises,  drains  were 
re-constructed  or  repaired  under  our  supervision  - this  work  In- 
cluding the  provision  of  two  new  Inspection  chambers.  In  addition, 
several  choked  sewers  were  found  and.  In  each  case,  these  received 
prompt  attention  after  being  referred  to  the  Borough  Surveyor. 

Improvements  to  sanitary  accommodation  effected  comprised  the 
provision  of  l additional  water  closet;  the  repair  of  76  water 
closet  compartments;  the  provision  of  16  new  pedestal  pans  and  the 
repair  or  renewal  of  16  flushing  cisterns. 

In  addition  to  these  Improvements,  6 sinks  or  washing  basins 
were  provided  at  food  premises  In  the  area  following  requests  by 
your  Inspectors. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND  DISINFECTION 

The  Incidence  of  Infectious  disease  was  again  low  during  1964 
and,  as  a consequence,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  made  only  78  visits 
of  enquiry  In  respect  of  notified  cases.  A report  on  each  of  these 
cases  was  made  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Following  the 
occurrence  of  Infectious  disease,  27  rooms  were  disinfected  by  the 
Department. 

REFUSE  ACCOMMODATION 

As  a result  of  complaints  and  routine  Inspections  71  new  dustbins 
were  supplied  at  various  premises  Ul  the  Borou^  following  the  service 
of  notices  by  the  Department  under  the  provisions  of  Section  76  of  the 
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Public  Health  Act,  1936.  In  two  cases,  the  owners  of  the  properties 
concerned  failed  to  make  the  necessary  provision  and  the  Corporation 
provided  the  dustbins  In  default  - the  cost  of  this  work  being  recover- 
able from  the  owners. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

This  section  of  our  duties  did  not  receive  quite  the  same  amount 
of  attention  as  In  recent  years  on  account  of  the  presure  of  other 
work  and  only  15  formal  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  recorded. 
No  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  were,  however,  discovered  during  these 
observations  and,  on  the  whole,  the  position  In  this  regard  was 
much  more  satisfactory  during  1954  than  In  any  recent  year. 

The  District  Sanitary  Inspectors,  however,  kept  a watchful  eye  on 
the  chimneys  In  their  respective  areas  and,  on  a few  occasions,  apart 
from  the  periods  of  formal  observation  mentioned  above.  Interviewed 
stokers  and  others  when  short  bursts  of  black  smoke  were  noticed  from 
factory  chimneys. 

A complaint  of  smoke,  due  to  the  burning  of  oil  drums,  old  tyres 
etc.  on  land  In  the  area  was  dealt  with  satisfactorily  during  the 
year  and  this  practice  has  now  ceased. 

VAN  DWELLINGS 

334  visits  Of  Inspection  were  made  to  van  dwellings  In  the 
area,  82  visits  being  paid  to  such  structures  during  the  period 
of  the  annual  Michaelmas  ’^alr. 

The  persons  occupying  the  fair  vehicles  comprised  81  adult 
males,  99  adult  females  and  52  children.  As  In  previous  annual 
reports,  I am  able  to  report  that  no  serious  cases  of  overcrowding 
were  found  In  the  course  of  these  Inspections  and  that  the  caravans 
were  clean  and  /ell  maintained.  No  cases  of  Infectious  disease  were 
met  with  during  the  survey  of  the  fair  vehicles  and,  after  their 
departure.  Inspections  made  of  the  sites  occupied  by  them  showed  that 
they  had  been  left  In  a clean  and  tidy  condition. 

As  no  properly  constructed  caravan  site  Is  yet  available  In  the 
Borough,  the  Public  Health  Committee  continued  their  policy  of  taking 
no  action  with  respect  to  van  dwellings  placed  on  a site  at  The  Marshes, 
Southam  Road,  and,  by  the  end  of  the  year,  between  25  and  30  vehicles 
were  regularly  on  this  site.  One  temporary  licence  was  granted  to 
the  occupier  of  a van  dwelling  on  a privately  owned  site  during  the 
year  and  four  caravans  were  moved  from  unlicensed  sites  following 
Intervention  by  the  Department. 

During  the  year  the  site  at  the  Marshes,  Southam  Road,  changed 
hands  and  plans  are  being  prepared  by  the  new  owner  for  the  carrying 
out  of  extensive  Improvements  there  and,  It  Is  hoped  that,  during 
the  present  year,  this  site  will  be  properly  equipped  so  that  the 
Corporation  may  licence  It. 
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VERMINOUS  PREMISES 


15  rooms  Infested  by  vermin  were  disinfested  by  the  Department 
and  32  Inspections  of  such  premises  were  made  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.  In  each  case  the  Infested  premises  were  dealt  with 
satisfactorily  and  the  decrease  In  the  number  of  cases  of  Infestation 
by  vermin  generally,  which  has  been  noticed  In  recent  years,  was 
again  evident  during  1954. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

Interior  water  supplies  from  the  town's  mains  were  provided  at 
two  houses  during  the  year,  both  these  houses  having  hitherto  been 
supplied  from  an  unsatisfactory  well.  In  addition, burst  pipes  or 
defective  fittings  were  repaired  at  3 premises  following  the  service 
of  notices  by  the  Department. 

Very  few  premises  In  the  Borough  are  now  not  connected  with  the 
Corporation’s  water  mains  and  this  number  Is  gradually 'being  reduced, 
a fact  shown  very  clearly  when  It  Is  realised  that  31  premises, 
previously  served  by  wells  or  springs,  have  been  connected  to  the 
town's  mains  since  1946. 


HOUSING 

As  In  previous  years,  housing  work  still  continues  to  be  one 
of  the  major  duties  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  year  under 
review  again  saw  a considerable  amount  of  time  being  devoted  to 
this  work. 

In  this  connection,  170  Inspections  were  recorded  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936  and  673  houses  were  Inspected  and  recorded 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  (Consolidated)  Regulations.  The 
large  Increase  In  the  number  of  houses  Inspected  under  the  latter 
Regulations  was  due  to  the  carrying  out  of  a special  survey  In 
connection  with  the  Corporation's  proposals  fora  five  year  programme 
of  slum  clearance  work. 

As  a result  of  the  Inspections  made  It  was  found  necessary  to 
serve  218  Informal  notices  and  81  statutory  notices  and,  during  the 
year,  255  Informal  notices  and  98  statutory  notices  were  compiled 
with.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  repaired  was,  therefore,  353 
and  In  6 Instances  It  was  necessary  for  the  Corporation  to  carry 
out  work  In  default  of  the  owners.  In  two  of  these  cases  the  Cor- 
poration provided  new  dustbins  In  default  and,  at  four  houses, repairs 
were  executed  by  the  Corporation  under  the  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936. 

The  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  myself  In 
connection  with  the  proposed  slum  clearance  programme  was  under 
consideration  by  the  appropriate  Committee  of  the  Council  at  the 
time  this  report  was  being  prepared  and.  If  this  report  Is  adopted,  a 
large  amount  of  Clearance  Area  work  will  be  necessary  during  the 
next  five  years.  It  does  appear,  however,  that,  unless  the  Corpora- 
tion are  allowed  to  build  a much  larger  number  of  houses  during  the 
next  five  years  than  they  have  recently.  It  will  not  be  possible  to 
complete  the  suggested  programme  In  the  time  given. 
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The  record  of  work,  carried  out  by  the  Department  In  connection 
with  housing  during  recent  years  Is  satisfactory  having  regard 
to  the  general  conditions  existing  In  the  country  and  details 
of  this  work  are  Included  In  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

No  applications  for  certlflca*-es  of  disrepair  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents  Act^  1954,  were  received  during  the 
period  covered  by  this  report. 

FACTORIES  AND  BAKEHOUSES 

The  usual  routine  Inspections  of  factories  and bakelrouses  was 
carried  out  during  the  year  and  203  visits  of  Inspection  were  made 
to  such  premises.  10  premises  were  Improved  on  request  and  12  defects 
or  contraventions  were  remedied  - details  of  this  work  being  recorded 
on  page  23  of  this  report. 

RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILLING  MATERIALS  ACT, 

1951 

No  applications  for  registration  under  the  provisions  of  the 
above-mentioned  Act  were  received  during  1954. 

SHOPS  ACT,  1950. 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  all  duties  under 
the  somewhat  complicated  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950  and.  In 
connection  with  this  work,  158  shops  were  Inspected  with  respect  to 
the  "Health  and  Comfort"  provisions  of  the  Act  and  219  Inspections 
were  recorded  In  relation  to  closing  hours,  the  employment  of  young 
persons,  and  the  keeping  of  records.  In  addition  to  the  recorded 
Inspections,  a good  deal  of  work  has  been  carried  out  In  connection 
with  shops  legislation  In  the  way  of  advising  shop  keepers  of  their 
manifold  and  somewhat  difficult  duties  under  the  Act, 

As  a result  of  the  Inspections  made.  It  was  found  necessary  to 
serve  27  Informal  notices,  most  of  which  were  In  respect  of  the 
keeping  of  records  and  the  exhibition  of  the  necessary  notices. 
The  Improvements  effected  as  a result  of  the  service  of  these  notices 
Include  the  repair  or  cleansing  of  water  closets  at  7 shops;  the 
provision  of  additional  ventilation  at  one  premises;  the  exhibition 
of  39  notices;  and  the  proper  keeping  of  records  with  respect  to 
young  persons  employed  In  one  shop, 

CANAL  BOATS. 

15  Canal  boats  were  Inspected  during  the  year  and  no  contra- 
ventions were  found  on  any  of  the  boats  visited.  No  Infectious 
disease  was  met  with  on  any  of  the  boats  and,  once  again,  I am  able 
to  report  on  the  satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  In  which  these 
boats  are  now  usually  maintained, 

RATS  AND  MICE  DESTRUCTION 

The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  work  of  rats  and  mice 
destruction  In  the  Borough  during  iu54  and  the  Corporation  continued 
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their  policy  ot  giving  a free  service  with  respect  to  private  dwellings 
and  of  making  a charge  for  rodent  destruction  work  at  business  premises 

The  following  figures,  giving  details  of  the  year's  work  and 
that  carried  out  In  the  four  previous  years,  are  given  to  Illustrate 
the  continued  attention  which  has  been  given  to  these  duties.

(b)  Sewer  Infestations. 

During  June,  1954  and  March,  1955,  the  Corporation's  sewers 
were  again  dealt  with  and,  on  these  occasions,  on  the  Instructions 
of  the  Ministry,  full  maintenance  treatments  were  not  carried  out. 
The  first  treatment  carried  out  In  June  consisted  of  a test  baiting 
of  those  parts  of  the  sewers  which  had  previously  showed  signs  of 
Infestation  and,  out  of  35  sewer  manholes  baited,  7 showed  signs  of 
ratSo  Immediately  after  this  test  baiting,  a further  35  manholes 
were  baited  In  various  parts  of  the  Borough  and  19  "takes"  were 
recorded.  In  March,  the  portions  of  the  sewers  showing  Infestation 
during  the  June  treatment  were  again  dealt  with  together  with  other 
portions  of  the  sewers  which  had  shown  Infestation  on  previous 
occasions  and,  out  of  30  manholes  baited,  only  13  showed  the  presence 
of  rats. 

The  general  results  of  these  treatments  shows  that  the  small 
amount  of  Infestation  In  the  sewers  which  has  been  evident  since 
1949  still  continues  and  It  can  be  said  that,  on  the  whole,  the 
position  Is  very  satisfactory  having  regard  to  the  age  and  condition 
of  some  of  the  Corporation's  sewers. 

It  Is  felt  that  the  constant  attention  which  has  been  given  to 
both  surface  and  sewer  Infestations  by  the  Corporation  during  recent 
years  Is  responsible  for  the  general  position,  In  this  regard  being 
satisfactory. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION, 

(a)  Slaughterhouse. 

As  a result  of  the  termination  of  the  control  of  meat  and 
livestock  at  the  end  of  June,  1954,  a change  occurred  In  the  slaugh- 
tering arrangements  In  the  Borough  whereby  the  Corporation  took 
over  the  lease  of  the  former  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  In 
Swan  Close  Road,  Banbury,  Since  the  1st  July,  1954,  therefore, 
these  premises  have  been  operated  by  the  Corporation  as  a Public 
Abattoir  In  which  all  food  animals  for  the  Borough  - and  the  surround- 
ing areas  - are  slaughtered  by  the  Corporation's  slaughtermen.  No 
other  slaughterhouses  have  been  licensed  by  the  Corporation  since 
the  relaxation  of  control  and,  during  the  year,  the  appropriate 
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resolution,  under  the  provisions  of  Sec.  4 (2)  of  the  Slau^iterhouses 
Act,  1954,  was  passed  by  the  Council  thus  giving  effect  to  the 
decision  not  to  grant  licences  for  further  slau^terhouses  In  the 
area. 

The  change-over  was  effected  most  smoothly  and  the  new 
abattoir  has  been  most  efficiently  supervised  by  the  manager  - 
Mr.  T.  W.  Pargeter  - who  works  under  the  control  of  your  Chief 
Sanitary  Inspector. 

From  the  1st  July  to  the  31st  December,  1954,  a total  of 
4496  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  abattoir.  These  comprised 
532  cattle;  2053  sheep;  1845  pigs  and  66  calves  - the  fees  re- 
ceived during  the  period  for  slaughtering  charges,  lalrage  fees, 
refrigeration  charges  etc.  amounting  to  £1773.  4s.  2d. 

In  making  this  brief  reference  to  the  change-over  I would 
specially  commend  the  manager  and  the  slaughtermen  for  the  way'-ln 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  and  for  the  high  quality 
of  the  dressed  carcases  which  they  have  produced  - a high  quality 
which  has  given  much  satisfaction  to  the  local  butchers. 

(b)  Meat  Inspection. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  and  Inspected  during 
the  year  was  18027  - 13,531  being  dealt  with  under  the  Ministry  of 
Food's  regime  from  January  to  June  and  4496  during  the  second  half 
of  the  year.  96  whole  carcases  and  organs  were  rejected  as  being 
totally  unfit  for  human  food  and  2525  other  carcases  had  some  part 
or  organ  rejected  for  the  same  reason.  The  total  weight  of  unsound 
meat  thus  found  to  be  unfit  was  approximately  15  tons  - a figure 
much  lower  than  that  for  either  1953  or  1952  when  29  tons  and  28^  tons 
respectively  were  condemned. 

It  Is  Interesting  to  note  that  between  1946  and  1953  (when 
control  was  In  operation  during  the  post-war  years)  the  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  li  Banbury  varied  from  21,265  In  1953  to  8,065 
In  1948. 

In  reviewing  the  whole  period  of  control  - from  1940  to  1954 
- I would  again  record  my  apireclatlon  of  the  good  relations  which 
Invariable  existed  between  your  officers  and  those  of  the  Ministry. 
These  years  were  very  busy  ones  for  all  concerned  and  It  Is 
pleasing  for  me  to  be  able  to  comment  on  the  efficient  way  In  which 
slaughtering  was  carried  out  during  fourteen  most  difficult  years. 
Banbury  was  Indeed  fortunate  In  having  available  a modern  slau^ter- 
house  during  this  period,  and  It  Is  to  the  benefit  of  the  town  that 
these  premises  have  now  become  available  for  use  as  a public  abattoir. 

(c)  Other  Foods. 

In  addition  to  the  unsound  meat  mentioned  above,  a considerable 
amount  of  tinned  foods  and  other  unsound  foodstuffs  were  dealt  with  - 
131  visits  of  Inspection  being  recorded  for  this  purpose.  Full 
details  of  all  unsound  meat  and  food  are  contained  In  the  report  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  attached  hereto. 
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(d)  Slaughtermenb'  Licences. 


Following  the  commlng  into  operation  of  the  Slaughter  of 
Animals  (Amendment)  Act,  1954,  twelve  slaughtermen  were  1 Icensed 
by  the  Corporation  during  the  year  under  the  provisions  of  that 
Act. 


MILK  CONTROL 

The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  supervision  of  milk 
distribution  In  the  Borough  and,  as  In  previous  years,  the  regular 
routine  Inspection  of  dairies  was  carried  out  by  your  Officers 
together  with  the  taking  of  milk  samples  for  examination  for  keeping 
quality,  cleanliness,  and  efficient  pasteurisation. 

The  figures  given  In  the  table  below  show  the  results  of  the 
samples  taken  during  the  year  together  with  the  results  of  the  four 
previous  years: -

POOD  PREMISES. 


A considerable  amount  of  attention  was  again  paid  to  the  food 
premises  In  the  Borough  and,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  given 
below,  further  progress  was  again  made  In  raising  the  standard  of 
food  premises  and  of  food  hygiene  In  the  area.  The  efforts  of  the 
Corporation  In  this  direction,  which  have  now  continued  for  some 
years,  are  becoming  Increasingly  apparent  In  the  noticeably  higher 
standard  of  premises  and  methods  of  handling  food  In  the  area  and  I 
would  again  pay  tribute  to  the  food  traders  for  their  co-operation 
In  this  regard.

During  the  year  under  review  a total  of  2,  026  visits  of  Inspec- 
tion were  made  under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
the  Food  Byelaws  and,  In  the  same  period,  52  Informal  notices  were 
served  requesting  Improvements  and  68  notices  were  compiled  with 
during  the  year.  This  resulted  In  the  remedying  of  145  defects  or 
contraventions  and  the  consequent  Improvement  of  58  food  premises. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES. 

During  the  year  the  survey  of  public  houses  In  respect  of  the 
condition  and  sufficiency  of  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  facilities 
for  the  proper  cleansing  of  glasses  after  use  has  been  continued 
and  further  progress  was  achieved  In  the  carrying  out  of  these  de- 
sirable improvements.  Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  sinks  had  been 
provided  In,  or  in  close  proximity  to,  the  bars  at  24  premises; 
constant  supplies  of  hot  and  cold  water  had  been  laid  on  to  bar 
sinks  at  32  premises;  beer  cellars  had  been  cleansed  and  redecorated 
at  22  premises  and  at  35  premises  the  sanitary  conveniences  had  been 
brought  up  to  a more  satisfactory  standard.  In  all,  therefore,  49 
premises  were  Improved  In  some  of  the  respects  mentioned  and, In 
addition,  work  Is  at  present  In  progress  or  on  order  at  several 
othei  licensed  premises  In  the  area. 

ICE  CREAM. 

In  view  of  the  tendency  for  Ice  cream  to  be  supplied  by  a 
comparatively  small  number  of  large  manufacturers,  the  number  of 
Ice  cream  samples  taken  for  examination  was  again  reduced  as  com- 
pared with  recent  years.  37  samples  were  taken  from  retailers  and 
producers  In  the  area  and,  of  these,  30  samples  were  satisfactory  and 
7 samples  failed  to  reach  the  accepted  standard, 

31  of  the  samples  taken  were  produced  outside  the  Borough  and 
6 were  manufactured  locally.

As  Is  happening  In  most  areas,  there  has  been  a great  Increase 
In  the  number  of  Ice  cream  retailers  In  the  area  since  the  war  and, 
last  year,  7 further  premises  were  registered  for  the  salt  of  this 
commodity.

REPORT  OP  THE  INSPECTOR  UNDER  THE  DISEASES  OF 
ANIMALS  ACTS  AND  ORDERS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1954. 

To  the  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  the  Ald'erftien  and  Councillors  of  the 

Borough  of  Banbury. 

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladles  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  In  presenting  to  you  my  annual  report  on  the 
administration  of  the  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts  and  Orders  In  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1954. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  no  outbreaks  of  scheduled  diseases 
occurred  In  the  Borough  during  the  year,  the  duties  carried  out  by 
your  officers  were  again  most  onerous  and,  as  mentioned  In  previous 
annual  reports,  this  part  of  our  work  continued  to  occupy  a good 
deal  of  time.  The  continual  growth  of  the  local  cattle  market,  the 
regular  holding  of  fortnightly  Irish  Cattle  Sales  and  the  Increase 
In  the  number  of  special  sales  held  are  the  main  reasons  for  the 
Increased  work  In  this  connection  and,  when  It  Is  realised  that  the 
Banbury  Cattle  Market  Is  now  probably  the  largest  In  the  country. 
It  will  be  appreciated  that  It  Is  necessary  for  more  attention  to  be 
given  to  these  duties  than  Is  required  In  most  other  similar  areas. 

The  Increased  time  which  had  to  be  devoted  to  this  work  during 
the  year  was  a matter  of  some  concern  because  It  was  evident  that 
an  adverse  effect  was  being  reflected  In  the  general  public  health 
work  of  your  Sanitary  Inspectors.  A report  was  therefore  presented 
to  the  Committees  concerned  In  this  matter  and,  after  due  considera- 
tion, It  was  decided  to  appoint  a full-time  Diseases  of  Animals  Acts 
Inspector  on  my  staff.  This  appointment  did  not  become  effective 
until  January,  1955,  but  It  has  already  proved  to  be  an  arrangement 
of  much  advantage  to  the  Department. 

I give  below  some  comments  on  the  various  aspects  on  the  work 
carried  out  during  the  year:- 

(1)  Anthrax  and  Sheep  Scab. 

No  outbreaks  of  either  of  these  diseases  were  reported  during 

1954. 

(Z)  Swine  Fever. 

Although  Swine  Fever  was  prevalent  throughout  the  country  during 
the  year,  no  cases  were  reported  In  the  Borough.  As  In  previous 
years,  I was  able  to  give  assistance  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Offlcerof  the  Ministry  In  the  tracing  of  pigs  which  had  passed  through 
the  local  cattle  market  and,  by  this  means,  constant  liaison  was 
maintained  between  the  Department  and  the  Divisional  Officers  of  the 
Ministry. 
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(3)  Foot'-and-Mouth  Diseasco 

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  either  In  Banbury  or  the 
Immediate  neighbourhood. 

(4)  Regulation  of  Movement  of  Swine  Order,  1954. 

The  number  of  licences  Issued  authorising  the  movement  of  swine 
from  the  cattle  market  to  private  premises  was  2,974,  Involving  the 
movement  of  22,950  animals.  These  figures  are  considerably  higher 
than  those  for  1953  and  Illustrate  the  constant  growth  of  the  local 
market. 

17  contraventions  of  the  Order  were  reported  to  the  appropriate 
Committee  ot  the  Corporation  and,  as  all  the  cases  were  first  offences, 
the  persons  responsible  were  cautioned  by  the  Town  Clerk,  In 
addition  to  these  cases,  16  cautions  were  administered  by  the 
Inspectors  In  respect  of  minor  contraventions  of  the  Order, 

The  Increased  number  of  offences  detected  under  these  Regulations 
appeared  to  be  due  to  misconceptions  In  the  minds  of  the  purchasers 
of  pigs  In  respect  of  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  particularly 
having  regard  to  the  fact  that  certain  pigs  are  now  permitted  to 
be  moved  direct  to  a slaughterhouse  without  a licence.  Constant 
efforts  were  made  to  point  out,  and  put  Into  operation,  the  requirements 
of  the  Order  and  during  the  present  year  less  trouble  has  been 
experienced  In  this  direction, 

(5)  Importation  of  Animals. 

604  licences  were  received  during  the  year  authorising  the 
movement  of  31,232  Irish  cattle  from  the  landing  place  to  the  local 
cattle  market  and  all  these  cattle  were  re-llcensed  to  private  premises 
- this  Involving  the  Issue  of  1,639  licences. 

The  market  was  licensed  during  the  year  for  the  holding  of 
fortnightly  sales  of  Irish  cattle  on  Fridays  and  on  a few  occasions 
special  licences  were  Issued  authorising  the  sale  of  Irish  sheep. 
These  markets  have  become  a special  feature  of  the  work  of  your 
officers  at  the  cattle  market  and  have  Imposed  a pretty  heavy  burden 
on  the  staff  as  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  quoted  above. 

3 cautions  were  administered  by  the  Town  Clerk  In  respect  of 
offences  under  the  Animals  (Landing  from  Ireland,  Channel  Islands 
and  Isle  of  Man)  Order  of  i933  and  16  cautions  were  Issued  by  your 
Inspectors  In  respect  of  other  minor  contraventions  of  the  Order, 

(6)  Sheep  Dipping. 

The  number  of  sheep  dipped  In  the  Borough  during  1954  was  1,060 
and  In  each  case  the  single  type  dip  was  used.  New  Regulations 
under  the  Sheep  Scab  Orders  1938  and  1948,  were  made  by  the  Corpor- 
ation during  the  year  and,  when  these  Regulations  are  In  operation, 
they  will  accord  with  similar  Regulations  which  are  In  operation  In 
the  rest  of  the  County. 

(7)  Transit  of  Animals  - Cleansing  and  Disinfection  of  Vehicles. 

During  the  year  a total  of  7, 581  vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance 
of  animals,  were  cleansed  and  disinfected  at  the  Corporation's 


cleansing  station  at  the  cattle  market.  This  figure  gives  a weekly 
average  of  145  vehicles  for  the  year  - a similar  figure  to  that  of 
the  previous  year.  The  income  received  by  the  Corporation  In  respect 
of  this  work  was  £568.  lls.  6d.,  an  Increase  of  £158.  Is.  Od.over 
the  receipts  for  1953. 

As  In  previous  years,  strict  supervision  over  the  cleansing  and 
disinfection  of  vehicles  was  again  maintained  and,  on  the  whole.  It 
can  be  said  that  this  work  Is  being  carried  out  most  satisfactorily. 

The  number  of  washing  bays  at  the  cleansing  centre  was  Increased 
during  the  period  under  review  to  13  and  this  new  provision  has  had 
the  effect  of  decreasing  the  waiting  period  for  such  vehicles  on  busy 
market  days.  .. 

A further  Improvement  carried  out  at  the  cleansing  station  was 
the  removal  of  the  manure  receptacle  to  a more  convenient  site.  This 
has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  congestion  on  the  washing  site  during 
busy  periods  and  this  Improvement,  together  with  better  arrangements 
for  clearing  and  disposing  of  the  manure,  has  been  to  the  advantage 
of  all  concerned. 

(8)  The  Live  Poultry  (Bestriction)  Order. 

As  In  previous  years  the  sale  of  poultry  at  the  market  was 
again  under  restriction  for  the  whole  of  the  period  under  review  and 
the  auctioneers  were  licensed  to  enable  them  to  hold  weekly  sales  of 
poultry.  Intended  for  Immediate  slau^ter,  within  the  precincts  of 
the  market.  In  addition  they  were  licensed  to  hold  sales  of  store 
poultry  on  premises  adjoining,  but  not  within,  the  boundaries  of  the 
market  premises.  The  various  poultry  sales  were  kept  under  observa- 
tion as  far  as  was  practicable  during  the  year  and  no  serious  con- 
traventions of  the  Order  were  discovered. 

(9)  The  Markets,  Sales  and  Lairs  (Amendment)  Order,  1926 

Special  attention  was  given  to  the  market  during  the  year  In 
respect  of  the  provisions  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  and  a very 
large  number  of  routine  Inspections  were  carried  out  In  this  connec- 
tion. In  addition,  the  of  fleers  of  the  Ministry  made  numerous  Inspec- 
tions of  the  market,  particularly  In  the  early  morning,  and,  as  a 
result  of  these  efforts,  the  cleansing  of  the  market  premises  was 
carried  out  more  satisfactorily  than  In  previous  years. 

It  was  necessary  on  several  occasions  to  make  verbal  requests 
to  the  owners  of  the  market  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Order  but.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  conditions  generally  In 
this  regard  were  much  Improved  and  It  Is  only  fair  to  say  that  the 
owners  of  the  market  are  using  their  best  endeavours  to  comply  with 
the  Regulations. 

(10)  Fowl  Pest. 

No  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  In  the  area  during  1954. 
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(11)  General. 

I cannot  conclude  this  report  without  expressing  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Baths,  Parks  and  Markets  Committee  of 
the  Corporation  for  the  support  and  courtesy  which  Is  always  so 
freely  accorded  to  me  and  I must  pay  tribute  to  the  members  of  my 
staff  for  their  willing  and  efficient  work  during  the  year.  Finally, 
I should  like  to  mention  the  help  and  advice  which  Is  always  available 
tome  from  ColonelJo  Co  Bennlson,  F.RoC.V.S.,  D„VoS.M,,  the  Ministry  ' s 
Divisional  Inspector  and  the  co-operation  I have  received  from  the 
members  of  his  staff.
